A Suspieious-looking 
Sensation is 

PARIS, Jan. 14—(By Atlantic Cable) 
pee explosion about midn ght, in front 
of No. 65 Rue Monceau is believed to have 
been the work of Amirchists. Nobody 
was killed, but considerable damage was 
done. The bomb is described as of a 
reversible sort, chiefly charged with 
dynamite, packed in gunpowdef and con- 
cealed in an English tin cratker box, 
strengthened by a thick band of alu- 
minum. The police have no clew to the 
culprit, though some policemen on duty 
in adiacent streets saw a man running 
swiftly away a short time before the ex- 
plosion. It appears that a porter on duty 
at No. 65 Rue Monceau, just before mid- 
night, was informed by a passer-by that 
.suspicious-looking pafcel had been 
placed on the window-ledge of the ground 
floor. The porter seized the parcel, and 
hurted ft into the middle of the street, | 
where it exploded. : 

Showers of shot were hurled in all direc- 
tions, breaking all windows in the vicin- 
ity, although they were protected by 
strong wooden shutters. Following the 
explosiom there was a panic amo the 
people residing in the immediate vicinity. 
No. 65 Rue Monceau was formerly the res- 
idence of Prince Victor Napoleon. Its 
front was considerably damaged.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—The first effect 
of the discovery by the treasury officials 
that Spain pays an export bounty on sugar 


like Buropean beet sugar, to an additional 
tax of one-tenth of 1 cent per pound, was 
the cause of much apprehension, lest it 
should prevent the consummation of the 
agreement which United States Minister 
Taylor has almost completed with the 
Spanish government, looking to the res- 
toration of American exports to the mini- 
mum tariff schedule. 

But it is believed here that this fear 
is not well founded. As explained by Mr. 
Taylor the Spanish bounty is paid only on 
sugar produced in the Spanish possessions 
and imported to the United States and ab- 
solutely inconsequential, amounting to but 
$1797 during the last year.

The Rainfall so Far This Season is 
Almost Half an Inch in Ex- 
cess of the Total of Last 
Year.

The downpour which deluged the 1 
yesterday began in the small hours ot 
morning, and at 5 a.m. registered .03 of par 
inch; at 5 p.m., it registered .67 of an inch, 
making, to that hour, .70 for the storm, and 
7.19 inches for the entire season.

The winds were south to easterly, except- 
ing at Fresno, where it was from the 
northwest, the precipitation being .42 of an 
inch for the storm. At San Luis Obispo 
.94; San Diego, .70, and at Los Angeles, .70, 
as ‘before stated, 

As Southern California has been espe-
